Francisco Franco, 81, his health 
failing, 
ended 
35

authoritarian rule over Spain today 
and handed over his powers to 
Prince Juan Carlos, the man he 
chose as his successor. 
Under 
the 
succession 
laws 
invoked by the Spanish dictator, the 
transfer was temporary. Franco, 
last of the Fascist leaders of the 
1930s and 40s, can take power back 
any time he desires. 
Reports from the hospital where 
Franco has been treated for the past 
10 days said he suffered a sudden 
relapse during the morning, and that 
his condition was causing concern. 
A government official said Franco 
had suffered a hemorrhage of the 
stomach and that his condition is 
“ not good.”

Six hours later, the government 
said Franco, “ taking into account

The news came as a surprise to 
Spaniards who had been told less 
than 24 hours before that the man 
who had built up modern Spain from 
the ruins of one of the bloodiest civil 
wars in history was recovering and 
that he would be released in a few 
days, pending a final checkup. 
Medical sources said Franco’s 
relapse was sudden and unexpected. 
He was stricken with phlebitis, a 
potentially dangerous inflammation 
of the blood veins in his right thigh, 
early this month. 
The medical bulletin reporting the 
worsening of his condition said: 
“ The evolution of the illness of his 
excellency the Chief of State this 
morning suffered a deterioration 
because of gastric complications. 
Nevertheless 
his 
physiological 
condition remains within the limits 
of normalcy.”

Turkish battle fleets also sailed in the Cyprus crises of 
1964 and 1967 but 11th hour diplomatic efforts then 
prevented war between Turkey and Greece 
Destination of the fleet which contained packed 
landing craft and a large cruise ship being used as a 
troop transport was unknown, but it lent new urgency 
to diplomatic efforts in Athens, NATO headquarters, 
the United Nations and many world capitals to cool 
the situation. 
President Nixon summoned Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger to San Clemente to discuss the 
Cyprus issue. Joseph Sisco, U.S. undersecretary of 
state for Middle Eastern affairs, raced to Athens and 


Cosmonauts return 


MOSCOW (U P I) — The two Soyuz-14 cosmonauts 
returned safely to earth today from their two-week 
mission aboard the orbiting Salyut-3 space station, the 
Tass news agency said. One space official said their 
touchdown had a sniper’s accuracy. 
“ The precision of the landing is that of a sniper,” 
said Maj. Gen. Vladimir A Shatalov, the cosmonaut 
training director, according to Tass. 
He said the spacemen touched down within a mile 
and a quarter of the planned target in central Asia 
They spent nearly 16 days in space. 
It was the Soviets’ second successful space docking 
and return. Two Soyuz-10 cosmonauts docked with the 
first Salyut station for five hours in April 1971 but did 
not enter it. 
Tass said space officials were greatly pleased with 
the results of the flight as were the cosmonauts 
themselves. 


began talks with leaders of the Greek military junta 
which rules Greece. 
Deposed President Archbishop Makanos of Cyprus 
was in New York to plead with the U N. Security 
Council this afternoon to reverse the military coup 
that overthrew his government on Monday. The rebel 
government of Cyprus also was sending a representa­ 
tive to the Council. 
The coup in Cyprus was carried out by the Cypriot 
National Guard commanded by 650 Greek officers. 
Greece told its NATO allies it would withdraw those 
officers but Turkey said this was only a ruse to 
perpetuate Athens’s rule over Cyprus with its 110,000 
Turkish Cypriots—a fourth of the population 
With the crisis growing the U.S. Navy announced it 
was postponing return of the carrier USS America 
from the Mediterranean and that its rep I a c e m e n t, 
the USS Independence, was sailing today for the 
Mediterranean as planned The carrier USS Forrestal 
is already with the 6th Fleet. 


Britain also has the aircraft carrier Hermes in the 
area with a commando force aboard In the past week 
the Soviet Mediterranean fleet has been reported in 
the general area of Cyprus. There has been no report 
of Greek naval activity but both the Greek and 
Turkish armed forces were reported in a state of high 
alert with armies deployed along their borders. 


Word of the sailing of the Turkish battle fleet of 
warships and troop landing barges came from UPI 
Correspondent John Lawton who has been in the port 
of Mersin for two days observing the huge Turkish 
buildup. Turkish Information Minister Orhan Birgit 
later confirmed the ships’ departure. 
Lawton said the fleet began moving out shortly 
before noon (5 am . EDT) and completed the 
movement two hours later.

In five volumes —which form the 
second installment in its release of

gathered 
in its 
impeachment 
inquiry 
—the 
committee described incidents of 
wiretappings and surveillance of 
newsmen, officials, Sen Edward M.

and the 
President’s own brother.

SB election date may shift 
There is a possibility that Santa Barbara city voters may 
be asked in the November General Election to change the 
date of city elections from April back to March starting in 
1975. 
Confirmation of discussions between county and city 
officials regarding this possibility came Thursday when 
County Election Bureau chief Bob Kirkpatrick said he 
talked over the matter with the city clerk's office. The 
county bureau requires notification of consolidation of 
elections by August to get on the November ballot. 
Consolidation of the city election every two years with the 
school district elections in March would represent a 
considerable saving over the years. 
It would also tie in with a possible election in the city next 
March regarding city annexation of Goleta Valley under a 
two-tier government proposal. County authorities have 
speculated that such an election — should it come to pass in 
the valley and the city — could be held in March Any valley 
vote on the issue would be consolidated with the city and 
school district elections.

Academy honorman 
allowed to graduate 
despite lost leg 


AIR FORCE ACADEMY, Colo. (UPI) - John Dodds 
made the dean’s list at the Air Force Academy. He is 
respected by the other cadets and the academy’s 
superintendent, who said he is “ a dedicated young man who 
believes in the academy, the Air Force, and, most 
importantly, his country.” 
But it almost took an act of Congress to keep Dodds in 
school. 


Dodds missed a month of classes during the spring having 
a leg with a malignant tumor removed. At the end of the 
academic year. Dodds’ third at the academy, he was told he 
could not return for his senior year. 
The rules, he was told, expressly prohibit anyone from 
being graduated who is physically prevented from 
accepting an Air Force commission. 


“ I want to graduate from the academy because all my 
friends are here,” Dodds said. “ I think I can still be a part 
of the academy.”

which had been suspended 
by the U.S. Army in Europe,

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Water, power strike 
hits thousands in LA

LOS A N G E L E S (U P I) — A three-dav^ld 
strike by Department of Water and Power 
employes has cut power temporarily to 
thousands of homes 
-endangering an

interrupted the supply of water to city

Union leaders and DW P executives were 
expected to resume bargaining today. 
Aqueduct pipelines supplying 50 per cent 
of the water supply to city reservoirs were 
shut off for two and one half hours 
Thursday A D W P spokesman said 200.000 
homes in the San Fernando Valley may be 
affected by electric power cuts if more 
equipment fails. 
Hot 
temperatures 
and 
vandalism 
contributed to the power problems, the 
DW P said 
The union has denied any connection with 
the vandalism and said union workers will 
immediately restore power in such cases. 
The union has offered a $5,000 reward for 
the arrest and conviction of 
vandals 
‘ responsible for any interruption of water 
and power." 
Vandals shut off valves at the first Los 
Angeles Aqueduct near Newhall about 
11 30 p.m. Wednesday, preventing the flow 
of about 20 million gallons of water to 
storage facilities and halting operations at 
a small power generating plant. 
At 
the 
nearby 
second 
Los 
Angeles 
Aqueduct, another attempt to cut off the 
water was made, but a D W P official said a 


burglar alarm apparently scared off the 
vandals.

Electrical Workers Local 18. said routine 
equipment failure caused by normal use 
may leave many more residents without 
power.

The meeting in Washington with 
federal mediator James Scearce 
came as the strike entered its 19th 
day and 
both sides had made 
significant offers in the last 48 
hours. 
The 
N FL Players Association 
proposed on Wednesday willingness 
to bargain around-the-clock and if 
negotiations 
failed, 
to 
submit 
everything 
except 
13 
so-called 
“ freedom 
issue” 
demands 
to 
compulsory 
arbitration. 
The 
“ freedom” 
demands, 
the 
union 
suggested, might be turned over to a 
special fact-finding commission for 
its recommendations. 
The owners’ Management Council 
put forward Thursday a 20-point 
counter-offer which a spokesman 
said would give the players “ the 
largest 
money 
package 
in the 
history of professional sports.” 
But 
the 
owners 
ignored 
completely 
the 
controversial 
“ freedom” 
demands 
which the 
union wants. These generally would 
give players the right to switch to 
another team once their contracts 
expired and allow them some veto 
power over being traded. 
Despite the signs of give-and-take, 
no early settlement seemed in sight. 
Both sides were far apart on the 
owners’ money offer which would 
give the players an additional $4 
million in the first year of a four- 
year contract. 
For instance, the owners proposed 
that each veteran be paid 10 per cent 
of his base salary during the pre- 
season and each rookie get roughly 
$200 a week. The union has asked an 
ascending scale of flat pay which 
would amount to $22,000 for seven 
exhibition games. 
The owners offered a minimum 
season salary of $14,000 for rookies 
and $16,000 for veterans compared 
to the present $12,000 and $13,000 
floor. The players want $20,000 for 
rookies; $25,000 for veterans.

Warm feelings and friendly toasts at the 
“summit" 
notwithstanding, 
the Soviet 
Union has decided to go the MIRV route. 
Rather 
than 
stay 
with 
its 
present 
superiority in total number of missile 
launchers (currently some 2,330 to our 
1,710) but accept eventual inferiority in 
number of deliverable warheads, Russia 
has decided to try to catch up with the U.S. 
lead in the development of “multiple, 
independently 
re-entry 
vehicles” 
missiles that can carry two, four or six 
separately aimed warheads. 
It is an ominous turn in the nuclear 
sweepstakes, the insane game that nobody 
can win. One can only speculate about 
whether the Kremlin would have taken the 
stop had not the United States first elected 
to go for the MIRVs in order to offset the 
Soviet “advantage” in launchers. It can be 
argued that it is better to have them 
always trying to catch up with us instead 
of the other way around. 


Yet this has been the story of the arms 
race from the beginning, even after it 
became obvious that both sides possessed 
enough nuclear power to destroy each 
other many times over, no matter who 
struck first. 


Where does it end? What do we do when

Jackson doctrine

Senator Henry Jackson has made 
the most unnoticed advance on what 
we have known as 
the Jackson 
Amendment, but may as well not 
promote to the Jackson Doctrine. 
He did it on “ Meet the P ress” last 
Sunday, and one assum es this tactic 
was not unrelated to the founding, 
earlier in the week, of one of those 
pro-detente com m ittees that attract 
people like John Kenneth G albraith, 
who was its principal spokesman on 
the 
day 
of its founding, 
and 
reminded us all that it is wicked to 
notice wicked 
things about 
the 
Soviet Union because we thereby 
cause it to be wickeder. 
T hat, 
roughly, 
was the credo of the 
old 
Soviet-Ameri- 
c a n 
F r ie n d s h ip 
Com m ittee, 
which 
back in 
the scary 
old days 
was listed 
as 
a 
Communist 
front. 
Mr 
G al­ 
braith’s 
organiza­ 
tion is not a Com­ 
munist front mostly 
because 
Commun­ 
ists don’t feel any 
longer the need to 
m anipulate Am eri­ 
can policy to their 
advantage. We have 
learned to do that 
all by ourselves. 
But Israel and the Jewish issue 
happened, in the sum m er of 1972, 
and suddenly United States Senators 
who would be counted on to vote 
dream ily 
in 
favor of any 
step 
advertised 
as 
promoting 
world 
peace found them selves opposed by 
American Jewish groups. When this 
happens to American politicians, it 
is required that they tack. Because 
American politicians, particularly 
liberal Dem ocrats, like sailboats, 
cannot sail upwind against an all but 
unanimous Jewish pressure.

There was, as one would expect, 
all hell to pay. Mr. Nixon and Mr. 
Kissinger and, over at the United 
Nations, 
Mr. 
John 
Scali, 
were 
required to denounce Congressional 
interference with Soviet affairs. 
And Soviet leaders vowed that no 
interference whatever was to be 
perm itted in the “ internal” affairs 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
Nobody 
bothered to point out that in fact we 
were not interfering in the internal 
affairs of the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet Union is a signatory to 
the United Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights, and indeed only last 
Septem ber the Soviet Praesidium 
proceeded to transform it into a 
Covenant, making it suprem e in 
Soviet law: and that Declaration 
requires freedom of em igration So 
that, in a m anner of speaking, the 
Jackson Amendment is an act to 
reinforce Soviet law, rather like the 
Fugitive Slave Act in our own 
country. 
Now Senator Jackson is suddenly 
talking about something besides the 
right 
of 
Soviet 
m inorities 
to 
em igrate. 
He 
said 
casually 
on 
“ Meet the P ress” that the United 
States 
should 
not 
make 
trade 
concessions to the Soviet Union 
unless the Soviet Union takes steps 
to limit the development of its 
nuclear arsenal. Now that is a 
headline-making 
advance on the 
Jackson Amendment. 


I 
myself 
politely 
resist 
the 
absolute doctrine that under no 
circum stances 
should 
a 
nation 
interfere in the “ internal” affairs of 
another nation: I accept that as 
presum ptive, but not absolute. I 
should think that a very good case 
could 
have 
been 
m ade 
for 
interfering with H itler’s slaughter 
of the Jew s even if he had proceeded 
in that operation without firing a 
single round into Poland, or the 
Lowlands. But the fact of the m atter 
is that the weapons being built by 
the Soviet Union cannot be thought 
of as an “ internal” policy. 


If all the m issiles were trained to 
fly only as far as the frontiers of the 
Soviet Union, then it would be an 
internal question how many of the 
things the Russians should build. 
But since they are designed to fly as 
far as, for instance, Detroit, then it 
is surely our concern how many 
there are: and surely an intelligent 
question 
to 
ponder, 
as Senator 
Jackson put it, “ Why should we 
subsidize the Soviet industrial - 
m ilitary complex while they expand 
it.” 


The Jackson Doctrine should be 
thoroughly explored. He is really on 
to something, and I could not begin 
to 
understand 
it 
if, 
next time 
around, he failed to get the Nobel 
Peace Prize, since this is the most 
peace-inducing 
insight 
I 
have 
spotted in years, and years, and 
years.

At the sam e tim e the University 
of California was fighting off efforts 
to open Regent m eetings to the 
public, 
it 
was 
also 
vigorously 
resisting 
legislation 
to 
require 
com petitive bidding for construction 
contracts and real estate sales. 
The University lays great claim to 
mdt pendence. It feels it is above the 
usual and normal controls of the 
State D epartm ent of Finance and 
other adm inistrative agencies. And, 
despite the fact that its requests to 
the legislature for the taxpayers 
money is now exceeding $500 million 
annually, it believes these funds 
should 
be 
g ra n te d 
w ith o u t 
interference by the lawmakers. It 
also holds the view that the decision 
m eetings in the spending of its funds 
need not be open to the view of the 
public which provides them. The 
claim is that all this secrecy is 
necessary to m aintain “ academ ic' 
freedom .” 
The 
University 
likes 
to 
cite 
Article 
IX 
of 
the 
California 
Constitution as the basis for its 
autonomy. But when that sam e 
Article IX was amended by a vote of 
the people to require all Regent 
meetings to be open to the public, 
the Regents found a loophole in the 
law which perm itted “executive 
sessions” 
under 
a 
variety 
of 
specious reasons. 
When Senator George Moscone 
attem pted to repeal the legal escape 
and thus compel the Regents to 
abide by the Constitution, the U.C. 
lobbyists engaged in flag waving and 
other nonsense to defeat the bill.

when Senator John Stull 
undertook 
to enforce that very 
Article IX which m andates the 
legislature to establish necessary 
controls to insure the security of 
University funds, the same dogged 
resistance to legislative guidance 
was presented. 
Stull’s bill simply sought to apply 
standard bidding procedures to the 
University’s construction program s. 
Excepting for the University, all 
state and local governments are 
required to seek competitive bids in 
their construction work to assure 
the wisest spending of tax dollars. 
The Stull bill also sought to require 
the sale of excess University real 
p ro p erty 
by 
the 
taking 
of 
competitive bids. 
Lacking 
a 
law 
requiring this 
normal procedure in the handling of 
public funds and property, there is 
no surety to the public that all is 
above board in these dealings. 
University lobbyists, in opposing 
the 
Stull 
bill, 
told 
the Senate 
Education Committee that such 
procedures are already a m atter of 
policy. The obvious question is that, 
if that is so, why then oppose 
legislation spelling it out? 
Some years ago the Senate ran 
into the sam e sort of thing with the 
s ta te ’s 
purchasing 
p ro g ram . 
Although a policy existed for the 
calling of bids, no procedures for 
doing so had been written into the 
law. As a result the Senate found 
that the bids were not opened 
publicly and low bids were not 
honored. In fact the senators found

condone, overlook, and don’t want to 
get involved? Or is it parents who 
either don’t set standards or don’t 
live to the standards they set for 
others? Or is it the fat cats of 
organized crim e who mint their 
dollars out of making, shipping and 
pushing drugs? 
“ Sue doesn’t know who to blame. 
“She does know that next year 
when she sits on the grass at 
Kennewick High School she will be 
different. She’ll have only one arm . 
Her left. 
“She’s right-handed. Or w as.” 


all sorts of little games being played 
by the purchasing agents. In one 
situation, 
involving 
five 
m ajor 
bidders, the senators found the state 
agents jockeying one bidder against 
another after the bids had been 
opened. What this sort of thing leads 
to is not hard to conjecture and the 
senators promptly enacted a state 
purchasing act which set forth the 
requirem ent for bids and the precise 
procedures to be followed. 
Perhaps it is just as well that the 
Stull bill failed this time around. 
For Stull had neglected to include, 
in the bidding requirements he 
sought 
to 
im pose 
upon 
the 
University, 
that 
of 
competitive 
bidding 
in 
purchasing. 
And, 
in 
addition 
to 
the 
millions 
the 
University spends in construction, it 
also spends millions annually in the 
purchase 
of 
commodities. 
Stull 
should not overlook that aspect 
when he makes a run with his bill 
next year.
